The La Folsette proposal to permit Cou«rei.s to uver- 


ride Supreme Court decisions by a two-thirds vote sc-t-ins 
to us uncalled lor and positively dangerous, it would re- 
sult in a complete upseui:-j-; of the governmental balance 
established by the fathers by making the Supreme Court 
a satellite of the legislative branch. 


The Borah proposal which would require the concur- 


rence of seven of the nine Justices in nullifying an act of 
Congress is not revolutionary, has considerable merit on 
its face and is at least worthy of the careful considera- 
tion of our people. The La FolleUe proposition has little 
to commend it and so much that excites condemnation 
that we believe Congress will give it scant attention. 


The editorial to which we refer, however, does not 


directly involve etiher of these propositions, but does dis- 
cuss in an able manner the growing tyranny of courts in 
the exercise of the judicial injunction and its correlative, 
the contempt proceeding, and we reprint it here and com- 
mend it to the careful consideration of every reader who 
would preserve our institutions intact.
